This was the 


great Lo ndo n do ck strike 
o f 
188S. 
when 80.000 men went o ut fo r a pen­ 
ny an ho ur extra wages. 
Lo ndo a, as 
a po rt, has never reco vered fro m the 
disastro us effect o f that strike. 
The lo ngest first magnitude strike 
which has been seen in this co untry 
fo r a generatio n was that o f th e 
Amalgamated So ciety o f Engineers in 
1897. 
It began o n July 3, and its 
o bject was an eight-ho ur day. 
By Oc­ 
to ber there were 70,000 
men 
idle. 
Eno rmo us sums w*ere distributed in 
strike pay. but the distress became 
very severe. 
In No vember a co nference w'as ar­ 
ranged between the emplo yers and 
the representatives o f the strikers, 
but it pro ved a failure. 
The men 
stuck to their demands; the masters 
co uld no t see their w'ay 
to 
acro pt 
them. 
Week after week thro ugh the 
dreary winter the miserable strug­ 
gle went o n. and the misery became 
aupalHng, 
Co nference after co nfer­ 
ence came to no thing. 
At last, o n .Tanuary 15, 1898, the 
men withdrew their demand fo r a 
48-Iio ur week, but even (hen it w’as 
no t until the end o f the mo nth that 
wo rk was generally resumed.

St like %pst the co untry at least five 
miriif>n|, 
nnd 
po ssibly 
twice

It was in Octo ber, 1900, that the 
men emplo yed by the late I^rd Pen- 
ihyn in his eno rmo us Weksh slate 
quarries at Bethsecla struck in a bcd.v. 
The quarrel between them and their 
emplo yer 
had 
hcgim in 1863, and 
there 
hail 
been 
numero us partial 
strikes previo us to the great c,ne. 
This Bethseda 
strike 
was 
chiefly 
caused by lo w w'ages, and by the fact 
that the men W'ere o nly paid o nce a 
m o ntó 
The strike o f 1900 ho lds the reco rd 
fo r being the lo ngest strike which 
this co untry has seen fo r nearly half 
a century past. 
It went o n until No ­ 
vember. 1903. 
During tho se three 
lo ng years £ 364,000 
was 
lo st 
in 
wages alo ne, and w'hereas at the be­ 
ginning o f it v/e impo rted no slate 
into this co untry, at the end ¿hips 
were bringing in o ver 1,200 to ns o f 
fo reign slate a week! 
A very o dd strike began in Sto ur­ 
bridge in 1902. 
The Glass unio n had 
grctdually o btained such extrao rdinary 
and tyrannical po wders that the mas­ 
ters at last declared that there must 
he a change.

The strike never ended, fo r 
I^n’d Fitzwilliams to o k the extrao r­ 
dinary step o f clo sing his pits alto ­ 
gether. 
Ano ther lo ng 
strike 
was 
caused—o f all extrao rdinary things— 
by a gho st. 
In 1873 the miners in a 
Warwickshire pit struck in a bo dy 
because they had seen a gho st, and 
o ne and all declared that so me dis­ 
aster wo uld ensue. 
They stayed o ut 
fo r nearly a year, at a co st o f o ver 
£ 30.000, befo re the o wner succeeded 
in persuading them that the so -called 
‘iuniino us bo y” was no thing bat a 
mass o f pho spho rescent fungus.

Karlsruhe, July 23.—Karl Hau, a 
brilliant y oung law professor of Wash­ 
ington, 
D. 
Cm 
was 
condemned to 
death this morning after a five day s’ 
trial for the murder of his wife’s 
mother, Frau Moliter, a wealthy resi­ 
dent 
of 
Baden-Baden, in that city, 
November 6, last. 
The prisoner heard the verdict of 
the jury with perfect composure, and 
chatted smilingly with 
his 
counsel, 
after the judges withdrew to fix his 
sentence. 
Upon the return of the judges. Hau 
arose, and, standing erect with folded 
arms, listened to the sentence without 
moving a muscle. 
A moment later 
he was hurried away to prison by 
half a dozen policeman. 
The sGutence is unpopular with the 
street crowds, w'hich have been dem 
onstrating openly for several day s in 
Hau’s favor, and against the Moliter 
family. 
After the adjournment of court for 
an hour’s recess, at 8 o’clock last 
evening, the women of the Moliter 
party were compelled to remain in 
one of the offices of the court house 
because it was dangerous to appear 
in the streets. 
The carriage waited 
for them in the court y ard, and it 
was several hours before they were 
able to leave. 
Meanwhile, enormous crowds had 
assembled in the streets adjacent to 
(he court house. 
Cordons of police 
kept the crowds in check for an hour 
OT more, but then lost control of 
them, the masses pushing and crush­ 
ing forward to the doors with the 
evident intention of storming the en 
trance. 
There were many shouts from the 
crowd of “Hau is , not guilty ,’’ the 
voices 
penetrating 
the 
courtroom. 
Finally , two companies 
of 
infantry 
and a sq uadron of mounted police ap­ 
peared on the scene and drove the 
rioters 
before 
them. 
The infantry 
with fixed bay onets cleared all the 
streets within 300 y ards of the court­ 
house. 
A large number of arrests 
were made. 
One old 
woman 
was 
trampled down by the horses and it is 
reported that several persons were 
wounded. 
The demonstration in favor of Hau 
appears to be due largely to the 
same maudlin sentiment which ha? 
made a hero out of many another ac­ 
cused of a daring crime. To the un 
thinking people Hau’s daring trip to 
l<aden-Baden 
made 
him appear a 
hero. 
Another reason for the demonstra­ 
tions that have taken place in the last 
few day s appears in the state’s at­ 
torney ’s manner of 
conducting 
the 
prosecution, and it is further explain 
ed by citizens that the Moliters are 
unpopular in Karlsruhe, having lived 
here until 1899. 
The sentencing of Hau does not 
end the case. Dr. Dietz, his counsel, 
having 
in 
his 
address 
practically 
given notice of appeal. 
Hau is onlx 25 yeai^s old. 
After 
teaching Roman law a y ear in George 
Washington university , Washington, 
he went back to Germany for the 
summer. 
Soon after 
Frau 
Moliter 
was shot he was arrested. 
His wife 
committed suicide soon after his ar­ 
rest. 
It was said at the trial that 
there was a suicide pact between Hau 
and his wife.

Capacity of the 
Baldwin Worke at 
Philadelphia. 


The Bald win s have completed their 
thirty thousan d th locomotive. “I have 
seen the prod uction of about 28,000 
of the 30,000 locomotives turn ed out 
in these shops,” said Presid en t Con ­ 
verse. 
“When I came here in 1870, 
although the works had been In oper­ 
ation about 37 years, on ly 2,000 loco­ 
motives had been con structed . 
“It was the ambition of the man age­ 
men t when I join ed it to get the out­ 
put up to on e Iccomotlve a d ay, or 300 
in a year, an d that was accomplished 
about 1872. 
Sin ce then the capacity 
has stead ily 
in creased , till 
n ow 
It 
tttfght be placed at n in e locomotives 
a d ay.” 
The con struction of en gin e No. 30,- 
000 W'as begun about 
three 
mon ths 
ago. 
No. 30,000 is a very heavy loco­ 
motive, d esign ed 
chiefly for 
freight 
“pusher” service on heavy grad es. Its 
weight is about 288,000 
poun d s, ex­ 
clusive of ^ the ten d er. 
In clud in g 
the 
ten d er its weight 
is 
about 
458,000 
poun d s. 
It has sin gle cylin d ers, 28x 
32, an d Is fitted with a superheater 
in the amokebox. The super-heater is 
of n ovel con struction , d esign ed by 
S.

L0CAÌIN6 EAST AND WEST ROAD 


Three Routes Under Investigation- 
Chief Obstacle in Middle Route 
is the Need of a New Bridge 
Across the Missouri. 


Curtis Hill, state highway engineer, 
W’as in Kansas City a short time this 
morning, but left for Jefferson City 
to investigate the possibilities of the 
“southern route,” says Monday’s Kan­ 
sas City Times. 
Mr. Hill is acting under directions 
of the state board of agriculture and 
is mapping out, in a general way, a 
route for the proposed road from Kan­ 
sas City to St. Louis. 
Not much en­ 
couragement has been offered for a 
road on the south side of the Missouri 
irom Jefferson City east, and it now 
seems probable that kt least half of 
the road will be on the north side of 
the Missouri. 
But there are three 
possible routes for the w'ést half of 
the road and these, for convenience, 
have been distinguished as the north­ 
ern, middle and southern routes. 
Mr 
Hill came from west St. Louis on 
w’hat is called the middle route. 
In a general 
way 
the 
northern 
route would cross the Missouri river 
at St. Charles and run through the 
county seat towns all the way from 
St. Charles to Liberty, crossing the 
river again at Kansas* City, on the 
Hannibal bridge or the ferry until 
better accommodations can be pro­ 
vided. 
The 
southern 
route 
would 
cross the Missouri on the toll bridge 
at Jefferson City, climb the hills on 
w'llat is known as the 
“ten 
mile 
drive” out of Jefferson City, already 
a rock road, follow the high ground 
into Moniteau county, where the five 
mile district roads would bring it 
easily into California,, running w’est 
from there, probably by w’ay of Seda­ 
lia and Warrenabiirg, and connecting 
with the Jackson county rock road 
system somewhere north of Pleasant 
Hill. 
Mr. Hill is working in that di­ 
rection now', but has not completed 
the making of his plans. 
The middle route he has practically 
surveyed and in a general w’ay has 
canvassed. 
There 
are 
two 
things 
which must go together, 
finding 
a 
practicable route and people w’ho are 
willing to stand the expense of build­ 
ing the road. 
There is nothing to 
gain finding a good route if the peo­ 
ple W’ho own the farms along such a 
route are not willing to contribute 
their share to the expense of road 
building. 
The middle route 
runs 
through 
counties that are abundantly able to 
build the road and have expressed 
generally a willingness to do it. 
But one important 
problem 
con­ 
fronts them. 
A bridge must be built 
across the Missouri 
river 
between 
How’ard and Saline counties probably 
in the neighborhood of Arrow Rock. 
It is estimated that the bridge would 
cost $ 150,000. 
Saline county people say they will 
have no difficulty raising the money 
lor the actual building of the road, 
liut 
the 
two counties are not pre- 
l>ared to build the bridge at their 
own expense without help from the 
ether counties concerned. 
They may 
ultimately do it by issuing bonds, hut 
the 
two 
counties are conservative, 
and bonds are not popular in either of 
them. 
The bridge question is tthe 
most inii>ortant obstacle in the way 
of the middle route being given pre­ 
ference. 
A toll bridge was suggested 
to Mr. Hill while he was at Marshall, 
but the highway engineer takes the 
ground that toll bridges,like toll roads, 
are out of date and the state ought 
not to encourage their building. 
The 
Jefferson City bridge and the Hanni­ 
bal bridge at Kansas City, both toll 
bridges, are already built, so they 
may as well be used until the public 
can provide something better.
